A YEAR-LONG celebration of the 
4 900th anniversary of Westminster 
Abbey has been opened by the placing 
by Queen Elizabeth of ‘a bouquet of red 
roses on a small altar. 

Westminster Abbey,_more properly 
known as the Collegiate Church of St. 
Peter, was consecrated Dec,. 28, 1065. 
It was built. by orders of Edward the 
Gonfessor on the site of .an earlier; 
church. . Thus,’ as“a ‘religious.centre, it 
is even_older_than 900° years. 

The structure did not have the same 
appearance in 1065 as it has in 1965. 
The maith part of the Abbey was not 
begun until 1245. The Henry VIL chapel

tion was undertaken after Second World 
War when part of the Abbey was dam- 
aged -by air’ raids.
